OMAHA TO OBIO. 


ihe Marks of High Water—Fast Ru- 
roads, Eastern Hotels. 


Correspondence. 

The floods have left terrible scars 
upon the face of the country. Very 
large parts of Nebraska must have 
been under water and swept by cur- 
rents for some time. Fragments of 
bridges, heaps of debris and piles of 
drift wood cover large belts of coun- 
try along the streams. In many places 
telegraph lines and railroad tracks 
were torn out. From Grand Island 
to Omaha the frack looks like that 
between Suisun aod Benicia, where 
the sink holes are. The track has 
been laid around places that have been 
cut out and the rails and ties lic 
buricd in mud and water. The flats 
at Omaha look dreadfully demoral- 
ized. Large works have built up 
there because they are .convenient to 
the river steamers, and at the same 
time were easily reached by railroad 
tracks. These shops, distilleries, etc., 
were in water 3 to 6 feet deep, and 
present a most forlorn sight. The 
tracks are warped and twisted, and in 
many places broken. On the Council 
Bluffs side stand large pools of water 
that will certainly generate sickness 
in hot weatacr. The trains go out for 
seversl miles on tracks that a civilian 
would pronounce impassable. ‘They 
manage to get out, however, but the 
engines go podding along and swing- 


heavy cargo of “‘tanglefoot” on board. 
The tarmers must suffer very largely 
by flooded lands, by deposits of sand. 
and by cutting ont. The hay and 
grain crops look promising and were 
doubtless benefited by the soaking. 
From Council Bluffs, we took the Can- 
non Ball train on the Vandalia route 
for St. Louis and Indianapolis. The 
train consisted of five cars and a busi- 
ness-like looking engine with big 
black wheels. When we got fairly 
under way we stepped from the sleep- 
er into the dining car, and got a very 
fine meal for six bits. At dark the 
dining car was set off and we spun 
along with fodr cars. The ordinary 
cars of the train were fitted up with 
reclining chairs with head and foot 
rest, so a passenger with a blanket 
had a good bed for nothing. The 
Cannon Ball train is about half a note 
behind a telegraph dispatch. Leav- 
ing Council Bluffs on the arrival of 
the overland train, it gets into St. 
Louis the next morning at 8:25, 
while the trains do not get through 
to Chicago on the more northern roads 
until 2:45 r. M. Several of our party 
said they could not sleep on accoun 
of the enormous speed at which we 
ran the last half of the trip; but I got 
my usual rest. That is what keeps 
me young. 
St. Louis is reaching out for west- 
ern trade, and her business men will 
meet Reno merchants half way if they 
will buy east. San Francisco mer- 
chants have charged big profits, and 
there is an advantage in freight in 
buying at St. Louis or Chicago. Peo- 
ple who stop at the Lindell Hotel in 
I.. Louis will never growl ata west: 
ern tavern again. The rooms are 
shabby, the attendance miserable and 
the prices high. They seem to have 
only a few rooms with bath, as they 
were all taken when we were there. 
The Southern opens this month, and 
it may be better. The Pullman cars 
on the Vandalia line are very hand- 
some. They are heavily ornamented 
outside in fashionable styles of paint- 
ing. Inside a great deal of California 
laurel and other light woods are used, 
aod the panels are filled with plate 
glass mirrors or desigos cast in braas. 
The effect is better than the dark wal- 
nuts formerly used everywhere. The 
prettiest thing is the roof, whieh is of 
inlaid woods, often of artistic and 
| beautiful patterns. The improvements 
in springs are wonderful, and the cars 
with big paper wheels aod new springs 
have almost no motion at all. We 
left St. Louis at 7 o'clock in the eve- 
ning aud skipped Indiana entirely. 
We went to sleep in Illinois and woke 
up in Ohio, the land of barns and 
Presidents. You can tell almost the 
minute you strike the Buckeye State 
from any side, Itis in much better 
cultivation than Indiana, Kentucky or 
Michigan, and less mountainous than 
Pennsylvania. Every farmer has a 
big solid barn whether he has a de- 
cent house or not. There is lev wood 
and very little timber going to waste. 
It has an air of thrift and solidity that 
, impresses even the transient traveler. 
Just now the country is very charm- 
ing. The soft warm rains havestarted 
everything into life, and green leaves 
and lovely bloss fill the land- 
scape, F. ;
